The Southern Pacific. 


From the Washington Patriot. } 

Work on the Southern Pacific Railroad 
is now being pushed rapidly forward with 
vigor and determination, and already the 
first section of the road, from San Francis- 
co to Gilroy, a distance of eighty miles, is 
in successful operation. To meet the re- 
quirements of the charter, eighty miles 
more must be completed before the coming 
Ist of July, and laborers sre, therefore, 
busily at work finishing up this second sec- 
tion, no less than five hundred Chinamen 
being engage; besides about half that num- 
ber of horses and countless mules. The ar- 
rivalof squads of laborers, of fifty men or 
more, is of daily occurrence and these are 
engaged as soon as they apply for work. The 
difference in the wages paid to Chinamen 
and white laborers is not so great as some 
people suppose, the former receiving $26 per 
month, for which they board themselves, 
while the white laborers get from $35 to $40 
pee month and their board; but then thesc 
atter are mostly engaged in wood-chopping, 
and the more difficult operations in building 
the road, for which the Chinamen 
are less suited. When completed this 
—the third of our great Pacific rail- 
road’—will traverse the charming densely 
settled Santa Clara valley, and intersect a 
country that is unequaled for its richness and 
utility. Land cannot now be bought for 
less than $100 an acre within that flourisuing

Why then the application to Council? It 
is for two reasons, as we understand it: 
First, becanse the co-operation of the Mayor 
and Council will tend to a more advantage- 
ous disposal of the bonds; and secondly, in 
furtherance of the same object, to induce 
Council to make provision for the semi-can- 
nua payment of interest instead of annual, 
as required by the law. The Board assert 
that there are two large banking houses now 
offering 86 to 87 centsforthe bonds, provided 
their interest is thus made semi-annualy 
payable. 

If the Mayor and Council co-operate, 
the bonds will of course sell better 
than they would in the face of their 
refusal to have any connection with the 
matter. Under these circumstances, full co- 
operation between the two corporate bodies 
would be manifestly advantageous to the 
financial interests of the city. 

Then, the question arises in the minds of 
the people, what good can be effected by the 
opposition of Council? If it cannot prevent 
the establishment of water works, why per- 
sist in a course that will increase the cost to 
the city by depreciating its bonds? But sup- 
pose that the establishment of a system of 
water works can be prevented, is this advis- 
able? Indeed, upon this point, we believe there 
is little difference of opinion. The public 
weal demands it, for sanitary purposes, do- 
mestic use, and protection against fire. The 
health of the city, in our peculiar climate, im- 
peratively requires a greater supply of water 
for effectual drainage; in a large portion of 
the city neither good water nora sufficient sup- 
ply can be had even for domestic consumption; 
while the total inadequacy of our water sup- 
ply for the protection of property against 
fire is a patent and startling fact. This state 
of things not only exists, but is constantly 
on an increase proportionate with the growth 
of the city. The argument of necessity out 
weighs the argument of expense. But we are 
thoroughly convinced, that no real additional 
expense will be entailed. This is apparent 
from the following calculation of the income 
and revenue of the city for 1872. Theesti- 
mate is carefully prepared and is fair, mode- 
rate and reasonable :

CHATTANOOGA, June 15.—The excitement 
over the affairs of the Alabama and Chatta- 
nooga Railroad is greatly exaggerated. The 
statements in the Nashville papers are pre- 
posterously extravagant and ridiculous.

One of the engines and several coaches 
which were among the property attached, 
were to-day futively taken by a discharged 
conductor and engineer and two hundred 
Alabama creditors, and run off down the 
road. This was done against the remon- 
strance of the guard placed over them by the 
Receiver. The military authority has been 
invoked to recover the train and arrest the 
perpetrators of this outrage. ,
